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Readjustineut Of Peanut Allotment 
Is Restoring 14,000 Acres To The 


Nine Original Commercial Counties 


A readjustment of Alabama's 
1940 peanut acreage allotment 
restoring 14,000 acres to the orig- 
inal nine “commercial counties" — 
was announced Saturday by Rep- 
resentative Henry Steagall of the 
Third Congressional District, from 
Washington, Messages announc- 
ing the readjustment were sent to 
ugricultural agencies and other in- 
terested citizens, among them be- 
ing Mayor L, P, Mullins, 

The readjustment as mude by 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration restores the amount 
of the reduction carried in the 
original program which was for 
the State as a whole, but the re- 
Stored acreage will be shared by 
the nine counties originally known 
us “commercial counties,” 

Those counties ere Houston, 
Henry, Dale, Geneva, Barbour, 
Coffee, Crenshaw, Pike and Cov- 
ington, Until this year, those 
counties were the only ones in 
Alabama with limited peanut pro- 
duction but when additional coun- 
ties introduced peanuts last year 
the entire State was placed under 
1940 restrictions. 

Farmers still have ample time 
in which to plant peanuts and the 
change in the allotment will not 
adversely affect them as few had 
started planting before the an- 
nouncement that they would have 
more acreage than originally an- 
nounced a few weeks ago. 

It was the unrestricted planting 
and the excess acreage of other 
States which brought about this 
year’s reduction in Alabama acre- 
age, coupled with crop failure 
which struck the Wiregrass, Reg- 
ulations which governed previous 
programs governed this year and 
the reduction was made in accord- 
ance with those regulations. 

While other areas enjoyed good 
crop conditions and the Wiregrass 
adverse conditions last year, it 
presented an untrue picture —in 
harvested acreage—of the Wire- 
grass not exceeding production 
and other areas going far over, 
paradoxically indicating that areas 
other than the Wiregrass wanted 
peanuts more than this section be- 
cause they harvested more. 

When the acreage in this State 
was decreased, that of Georgia, 
Florida and Texas was increased 
and part of the 1939 Alabama al- 
lotment went to counties outside 
the Wiregrass because this year 
they go under restrictions and 
needed allotments as a restric- 
tion base. 

Last year when Alabama ex- 
ceeded its allotment by only 2,053 
harvested acres, Georgia, Florida 
and Texas greatly exceeded allot- 
ments, In all instances of excess, 
growers were penalized in their 
government payments.

The folder is issued for general 
distribution to anglers in Alabama 
and to answer inquiries from out- 
of-state resulting from the state's 
advertising program. April issues 
of all major sporting magazines 
carry an advertisement on Ala- 
bama fishing and many inquiries 
are being received at the State 
Chamber offices, The State Cham- 
ber is operating under a contract 
with the state to “follow up” state 
advertising.

QUALIFIED LIST VOTERS 
PUBLISHED THIS ISSUK 


The list of qualified voters of 
Coffee County containing a total 
of 5,220 names, the largest in the 
history of the county, is published 
in this issue of The Clipper, The 
main object in publishing the list 
is for voters of the county to 
ascertain if their names appear 
thereon. There are many ways in 
which errors can be made in handl- 
ing this number of names, and 
many times the records are very 
incomplete, so if you do not find 
your name in the list call by the 
Probate office and find out why 
it was left off, You have ten 
days from today in which to have 
your name added to the supple- 
mental list to be published later, 
and then added to the official list, 

The number of names appearing 
on the list was ascertained by 
clerks in the Probate office, and 
according to count the number of 
voters in each beat is given be- 
low. No doubt many others will 
be added before the May primary, 
and all indications point to a rec- 
ord vote. In 19388 when the last 
publication was made of the list 
there were 4675 qualified voters 
in the county.

Colonel W, G. Henderson, WPA 
administrator for Alabama, told a 
committee of Elbians last Wed- 
nesday that there would be no 
change in the proposed bridge site 
over White Water, This brought 
a sigh of relief to county and city 
officials as well as many interest- 
ed citizens who have been work- 
ing’ on the bridge project for many, 
many months. 

It will be remembered that just 
two weeks ago an application for 
WPA assistance was approved by 
the Washington office and also the 
President, Right on the heel of 
this approval a newly assigned 
inspector to this part of the State 
appeared in Elba one day and in- 
formed Mayor Mullins that he 
would not approve the site which 
had previously been accepted by 
State Highway Department and 
WPA officials. His idea was that 
the bridge should be placed sey- 
eral hundred feet up-stream which 
would place it at a point to open 
into the street directly in front 
of the school buildings, This lo- 
cation would have required a huge 
fill costing’ several thousand dol- 
iars, besides many other changes 
in plans. In fact Elba people 
could not understand the sudden 
change in plans for the project, 
and at the regular meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce last Tues- 
Cay evening a committee was 
named to look into the matter. 

The committee composed of 
Mayor Mullins, Commissioner 
Young, J, C. Fleming, J. M. Rowe 
and W, M. Brunson called on 
Colonel Henderson Wednesday 
morning. Mr, Henderson allayed 
their fears of a change in short 
crder, and stated that the inspec- 
tor was asked to look over the site 
but that it was not the intention 
of his department to make any 
changes in plans or location. He 
further assured the committee 
that work would be started on the 
project just as soon as labor’ can 
be made available.

During the summer of 1937 
1938 and 1939, six pens of birds 
grazed on kudzu produced an ay- 
erage of 11.18 eggs per month 
on Bermuda grass, produced 12,32 
eggs, on Sericea Lespedeza, pro- 
duced 11,64 eggs; on Brabham 
cowpeas, produced, 14.57 eggs; on 
Otootan soybeans, produced 11.74; 
and without green feed, 7.13 ees 
The hens received the same kind 
and amount of feed per day.

AMOS PLEADS FOR JUSTICE 

LESSON THXT—Amos 5:1, 10-15, 21-24. 

GOLDEN THXT--Hate the evil, and 
love the good, and establish judgment 
in the gate.—Amogs 6:15, 


Social justice, though much spo- 
ken about in recent times, has been 
the concern of right thinking men 
ever since sin entered the world and 
started man's inhumanity toward 
man. In the prophet Amos we find 
the eloquent and plain-spoken voice 
of one crying out against such 
conditions almost 800 years before 
Christ. 

This lesson is one which ts of ut- 
most importance because in our 
present-day struggle with social in- 
justice we have come to assume that 
it is primarily a political or eco- 
nomic question, Amos and all other 
Scripture rightly gets at ‘the focus 
of infection,'’ which is sin, Sin in 
the heart leads to sinful actions, and 
these inevitably involve others, and 
thus bring about social problems. 
Let us learn from Amos to cure our 
social ills by bringing man to God, 

I, Lamentation—in the Midst of 
Prosperity (v. 1). 

From the little village of Tekoa 
and out of the: wilderness in which 
he had been a herdsman came 
Amos, the man of God, to hurl his 
prophecy of disaster upon the heads 
of the complacent people of Israel 
and to take up a lamentation over 
those in Israel living in luxury and 
prosperity. 

True it was that the common peo- 
ple were being ground under the 
heel of cruel oppression, but who 
cared about the poor as long as they 
could be squeezed for taxes to sup- 
port the luxurious comforts and 
pleasures of the rich? A prosperity 
which does not reach the homes of 
the poor is not a real prosperity at 
all. When in addition thereto it en- 
courages the ‘‘haves"’ to oppress the 
“have-nots” it becomes a grave dan- 
ger, a real cause for lamentation, 


Il, The Reason—Sin Which Hates 
Reproof (vv, 10-13). 


Sin is always a horrible thing, but 
when men who have fallen into sin 
are responsive to correction and 
ready to repent and forsake their 
sin, there is hope. The thing which 
made Israel's state so serious in the 
sight of God and of His prophet was 
that they had only hatred for those 
who were bold enough to reprove 
them or to live among them accord- 
ing to God's standards (vv. 10, 13). 
“They who will endure no criticism 
have slammed the door in the face 
of truth. When we get to the place 
where we cannot endure having our 
faults pointed out, we are on the 
way to moral collapse’ (Douglass). 

The sin which had thus hardened 
their hearts showed itself in social 
inequality and injustice which was 
built upon greed, oppression, cor- 
ruption in the courts, etc. The shock- 
ing picture which Amos paints bears 
a surprising similarity to conditions 
in our world today. Let us face the 
problem and seek its solution. 


II. The Cure—Seek Good Not Evil 
(vv. 14, 15). 

God's Word condemns sin, but it 
always presents a remedy, In Christ 
we have the perfect, final, and com- 
plete answer to the sin question. 
Amos, speaking centuries before 
Christ, admonished Israel to repent 
and to turn away from the evil 
which they had cultivated with such 
assiduity and to be equally zealous 
about doing good, in the hope that 
‘it may be that the Lord God of 
hosts will be gracious”’ (vy, 15). How 
favored we are to be permitted not 
only to urge people to turn from 
evil to good, but to offer them the 
One who is the way, the truth, and 
the life. 

Israel did not repent, but in folly 
depended on their religious ceremo- 
nies to satisfy an offended God. The 
prophet therefore declares that 


IV. Religion Is Not a Substitute 
for Justice (vy. 21-24). 

God had no pleasure in their re- 
ligious observances and rites, be- 
cause they were presented with un- 
repentant hearts and by hands which 
were soiled by the oppression of 
their fellow man. 


Mark it well, God has no delight 
in the attendance upon church sery- 
ices, beautiful though they may be, 
does not listen to the sweet strains 
of sacred music, nor does He accept 
the rich ‘‘offerings’’ of those who 
live in unforsaken sin and who pay 
for magnificent church buildings and 
beautiful church services with mon- 
ey gotten by crooked dealings and 
social injustice. God is righteous 
and God's Word always cuts right 
through the hypocrisy of men. Let 
us heed the plea of Amos, that right- 
eousness should run through our per- 
sonal and national life ‘‘as a mighty 
stream,” and then we shall be ready 
both as individuals and as a People 
to worship Him aright,

FARMERS ARB URGED NOT 
TO OVERPLANT COTTON 


AUBURN, Ala, Alabama 
farmers are urged by the State 
AAA Committee to plant within 
their cotton acreage allotments 
and prevent unnecessary loss to 
themselves and to their fellow 
farmers 

Overplanting acreage allotments 
has the following results: 

1, Wither the overplanting: pro- 
ducer forfeits all of his cotton 
price adjustment payments, com- 
puted at the rate of 1.55 cents 
per pound on his normal per aere 
yield for each sere of his allot- 
ment, or, 

2. In dispos'ng of excess cot- 
ton acreage he loses the fertilizer, 
labor, and usually the use of the 
land since it is too late to plant 
other crops, 

8%. If he disposes of excess 
acreage, he causes a reduction in 
all payments to the county since 
funds for rechecking his farm for 
compliance are deducted from the 
total county payments, 

A. W. Jones, State administra- 
tive officer, believes that the 25 
per cent of Alabama producers 
who overplanted last year did go 
because they were trying to plant 
{heir complete allotments in order 
to earn full payments or to pre- 
vent their allotments from being 
reduced this year, 

“Tt is not necessary that the 
complete allotment be planted to 
carn full payments and prevent 
f reduction in the allotment, ex- 
cept in the case of growers plant- 
ing cotton for the first time this 
year,” Jones stated. “Old pro- 
ducers may plant as little as half 
their allotments and still earn full 
payment and maintain their al- 
lotments,””

CIVIL SERVICER TO HOLD STU- 
DENT NURSE EXAMINATION 


The United States Civil Service 
Commission has announced an open 
competitive examination to secure 
student nurses for employment at 
the St, Elizabeth's Hospital (Med- 
cral Institution for Treatment of 
Mental Disorders), Department of 
the Interior, Washington, D, C, 
Applications must be on file with 
the Commission's office at Wash- 
ington, D, C., not later than April 
20 if received from States east 
of Colorado, and not later than 
May 2, 1940, if received from Col- 
orado and States westward, 

The hospital offers a 3-year 
training course for the student 
nurses, and pays them a salary of 
$288 a year with quarters, sub- 
sistence, laundry, and medical at- 
tention. Those who satisfactorily 
complete the training course and 
receive certificates of graduation 
will be eligible for promotion to 
positions on the nursing staff, if 
vacancies are available. 

Applicants must have been 
graduated from an accredited high 
school giving a 4-year course upon 
completion of at least 16 units, 
including certain units of English, 
mathematics, science, and history. 
Senior students now in attendance 
in their last year of high school 
will be admitted to the examina- 
tion under certain conditions. They 
must have reached their eighteenth 
but must not have passed their 
thirtieth birthday. These age lim- 
its will not be waived in any case.

Brick, conerete and steel have 
largely displaced trees in New York. 
The last tree vanished from Times 
square years ago when the Para- 
mount building was erected, Fifth 
avenue didn't have any trees until 
elms were planted recently in front 
of Rockefeller Center with other 
trees around the development, Then 
came more elms in front of St, Pat- 
rick's cathedral and maples on Fif- 
tieth street, Indications are that 
there will be many more Fifth ave: 
nue plantings, Also there is the pos- 
sibility that Sixth avenue, from 
which the old elevated has vanished, 
in time will become a tree-bordered 
thoroughfare. Down on the lower 
East Side where in the not-so-distant 
past many a youngSter never saw 
a tree unless he was taken or went 
to a park, there are now play- 
grounds with trees, Trees have also 
made their appearance on other 
streets that formerly were bare, 

° ° . 

One Hundred and Sixth street is 
one of the latest thoroughfares to 
get trees, When the planting is 
completed, there will be 345 in all 
and they will extend from the Har- 
lem to the Hudson river, The trees 
are oriental planes. New York's 
sulphuric acid and sgsoot-laden at- 
mosphere isn't good for trees. In 
fact it is so bad that, as has been 
stated in wis space previously, a 
few years ago there was fear that 
Central park was about to become 
treeless, Tree surgery, scientific 
methods and the expenditure of 
considerable money saved most of 
the park's trees, The plane tree 
has been found to stand city hard- 
ships very well, In fact riuch bet- 
ter than most other varieties. For 
that reason many have been planted 
and many more will be. That's a 
safe assertion because within the 
last few years New York has be- 
come tree conscious, 

. . . 


For such property owners as de- 
sire trees, the city will supply them 
and see that they are planted cor- 
rectly for $50 each. During the first 
year, the owner must look after his 
own trees, After that, the city takes 
them over, if they are in good con- 
dition, and thus he is relieved of 
responsibility and expense. With 
city-planted trees, the loss has been 
extremely small, only two out of 
every hundred having failed to sur- 
vive, The usual cause of death has 
been fallure on the part of the prop- 
erty owner to supply enough water.

FARMERS PREPARING TO 
PLANT KUDZU IN BEDS 


AUBURN,, Ala.— Hundreds of 
Alabama farmers have bought 
kudzu seed and will produce their 
own kudzu seedlings this year. 

“We are encouraging them to 
plant the seed in garden nursery 
rows or beds prepared about as 
for lettuce,” says J. C. Lowery, 
agronomist, Alabama W§xtension 
Service. “This method appeals to 
me in that the beds could be 
mulched and watered,” he says. 

The seed should be planted about 
cotton planting time. One pound 
of seed properly handled should 
give 3,000 to 5,000 plants, enough 
to care for the needs of the ay- 
erage farmer for one season. 


TUNG OIL PLANT IN 
FPLORALA IS PLANN®D 


FPLORALA, Ala,—The Wallis 
Tung Mill Co, announced Saturday 
it planned to construet a $25,000 
cxpeller and storage plant here, 
with work beginning in April on 
property already acquired, 

The mill will give employment 
lo 10 to 25 persons, Warl Wallis 
said, and it is possible workmen 
may be chosen from among the 
400 ‘left jobless through the vir- 
tual closing down of a large lum- 
ber mill at nearby Lockhart be- 
cause of timber exhaustion, 

The mill will process tung nuts 
from Northwest Florida and South 
Alabama groves. ‘Tung oil is used 
in paints and many other domes- 
tic products, Most of the nation’s 
Supphes now are imported, 

N. 8. Woodham, editor of The 
Florala News, said the mill here 
would be owned and operated by 
Marl and C, H. Wallis, of Val- 
paraiso, Fla., in association with 
Henry A, Stromsem and Julian 
Sathier, owners of substantial 
tung acreage in this area, It will 
have a daily crushing capacity of 
30 tons and a storage for 1,000 
tons, 

Operators predicted the mill 
would handle 2,000 tons of the 
season's crop of nuts,

HE ten-gallon milk can on the 


side of the road has become a 
symbol of independence for thou- 
sands of Alabama farmers, It is a 
sign of dependability and regular 
work; it is also a sign of regular 
checks twice a month instead of 
once a year. 

The past winter has been one of 
the hardest on record for the farm- 
er with a small dairy herd. Last 
fall’s grain crops were short in 
many sections of the State, forage 
crops were hard hit and the severe 
cold was a drain on all livestock, 
However, in spite of these unusual 
hardships most farmers with small 
dairy herds have managed to “hold 
their own” or “break even” during 
the winter and are looking for- 
ward with hope to the future, 

In recent years milk routes have 
been started in increasing num- 
bers, The fact that Alabama farm- 
ers have been taking advantage of 
the opportunity such routes offer 
is shown by the increase in the 
State’s milk production—an_in- 
crease which was the highest per 
cow of any state in the South Cen- 
tral region. The butterfat content 
of Alabama milk is also increasing, 

Much of the milk which is being 
produced by farmers with small 
dairy herds is condensed and can- 
ned; a portion is also made into ice 
cream and cheese. Many farmers 
are selling cream only (which is 
made into butter) and have the 
skim milk returned to be used in 
feeding chickens or hogs, 

Making a success of the small 
dairy herd depends on a cheap 
year-round food supply. F. W. 
Burns, dairy specialist of the ex- 
tension service, recommends a 
program for the small farmer 
which includes: 

1, Planning a cheap source of

feed to carry cows through the 
winter. “Trench silos” filled with 
Sorghum or some other cheap 
home grown ensilage are proving 
to be one satisfactory source of 
feed. Producing hay on the farm 
and exchanging cottonseed for cot- 
tonseed meal are others. 

2. Developing permanent past- 
ures, The AAA is making it pos- 
sible for farmers to develop pas- 
tures at less cost to themselves 
than ever before. 


3, Protecting cows against severe 
weather. A cheap barn should be 
available in order that cows may 
be protected against winter. Pas- 
tures should also have a year- 
round source of clean water which 
is easily accessable. 


4, Either buying or having access 
to a registered dairy bull. The dif- 
ference between profit and loss on 
a dairy herd often depends on pro- 
duction per cow. Improving the 
breed is one of the surest ways of 
increasing production. (Elsewhere 
in this issue of Rural Alabama Mr. 
Burns has an article which gives 
data to prove the advantages of 
breeding common cows to a regis- 
tered dairy bull.) 

The practice of checking the pro- 
duction of cows from time to time 
makes it possible for the owner of 
a small dairy herd to eliminate 
milkers which are “not earning 
their board.” 

Some farmers continue to turn 
cows into poor pastures even dur- 
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ing the summer and depend upon 
bought feeds for keeping up _pro- 
duction, A little time and money 
spent on developing permanent 
pasture will continue to pay divi- 
dends and to increase the profits 
from dairying, 

In talking to farm families who 
have small dairy herds, one soon 
finds that the thing which appeals 
to them most is the year-round 
regularity of milk checks. “We 
don’t have to depend on credit to 
get the few groceries and supplies 
we need,” says a typical small- 
herd owner in Sumter County. “We 
get about enough to live on from 
milk and can look forward to hav- 
ing something when we take our 
pen crops to town in the fall,” he 
adds, 


In many families the education 
of boys is often hampered by the 
irregularity of the labor needs of 
the farm. In planting and cotton 
picking seasons, for instance, the ° 
help of younger members of the 
family is necessary. Sons in fami- 
lies which own dairy herds can be- 
gin to carry “their share of the 
load” early in life, but it is not nec- 
essary for them to sacrifice their 
education to do so when working 
with milk cows, 

In the afternoon the son comes in 
from school, rounds up the cows 
and with the help of his dad or a 
brother does the milking in short 
order. The work is “regular” to be 
sure, but a herd of six milk cows 
will bring in a return of one to two 
dollars a day. In addition, there 
must be added to this income the 
returns from selling calves or 
heifers and the value of 15 or 20 
tons of manure which can be saved 
when the cows are properly bed-~ 
ded in the wirtter. 

Such herds offer an opportunity 
for a steady use of farm labor 
throughout the year,

Phosphate On Permanent 


Pastures Increases Yield

P,. G, Compton, test-demonstra- 
tion farmer, who lives on Highway 
80 in south Hale County, is a real 
believer in the value of phosphate 
for the improvement of Black Belt 
farms. Mr. Compton started apply- 
ing phosphate to his land in 1987, 
and due to the increased yields of 
pasturage and feed crops, has been 
able to get his quota of milk from 
125 cows where it formerly took 
175 cows, and has been able to in- 
crease his herd of beef cows from 
183 to 250, since 1937. 

Mr, Compton each year gets the 
maximum amount of phosphate 
that he can get from the grant-of- 
aid plan, In fact, since 19387, he has 
put 474,500 pounds of phosphate 
on his land. He is building a 1,000- 
acre pasture with phosphate, and 
with Dallis grass seed that he sav- 
ed on his place. He has 600 acres 
of the thousand already sowed to 
a good stand of White Dutch clov- 
er, and in addition to White Dutch 
is using black medic, both white 
ind yellow melilotus, and annual 
lespedeza as pasture plants. 

Mr. Compton has saved seven 
tons of melilotus seed with. his com- 
bine in 1939, and is using all this 
seed on his own place. Due to the 
fact that he is diversifying his 
farming operations on his 1560-acre 
farm, the cotton failure of 1939 did 
not injure him as seriously as it 
would have if he had still been a 
yne-crop farmer, 

Nearly all of his farm is protect- 
ed from erosion at all times. In ad- 
dition to the 1000 acres in pasture, 
he has 175 acres in Johnson grass, 
and clover hay, All of this farm 
that is rolling has been terraced by 
the Hale County Soil Conservation 
Association. 


R. B. Wallace, unit-test-demon- 
stration farmer, of West: Dallas 
County, has changed his farming 
system from a cotton farm to a di- 
versified crop and livestock farm, 
ind because of this change, the cot- 


ton failure of 1939 did not hurt 
him as badly as it did one-crop cot- 
ton farmers. Mr. Wallace has de- 
creased his cotton acreage from 200 
acres down to 60, but in 1939 due 
to the cotton failure, he only sold 
3121.47 worth of cotton from this 
acreage, 

While decreasing his cotton 
icres, Mr, Wallace has increased 
his small grain acreage from none 
up to 550 acres, and increased his 
pasture acreage from 25 up to 275 
acres, 

All the land on this farm which 
needs terracing has been terraced. 
Mr. Wallace states that the appli- 
cation of phosphate to his land has 
more than doubled his pasture 
carrying capacity. 

J. L. Morrison, another test-dem- 
onstration farmer, of Greensboro, 
Alabama, Hale County, has re- 
claimed an old abandoned Federal 
Land Bank farm through the use 
of phosphate and terracing. 

In 1987 when Mr, Morrison star- 
ted, this land was offered for sale 
at $8.00 an acre with no takers, 
During the spring, summer, and fall 
of 1939, 28 very common Jersey 
cows on pasture averaged’ 20 
pounds of milk, each, per day for 
Mr. Morrison, with no additional 
feed; but before applying phos- 
phale on this land, cattle did not 
make any gains even during the 
best of the grazing season. 

Mr. Morrison is a diversified 
farmer receiving several sources 
of income. One of his major sour- 
ces of income is from the produc- 
tion of eggs. He keeps 500 hens, and 
last year he cleared $560 from his 
200 hens above feed, labor, and re- 
placement costs. He says the rea- 
son he makes money on poultry is 
because he handles his poultry 
cording to the recommendations of 
County Agent Medlock, and raises 
all his own grain. He feeds his 
chickens on oats and corn, raised 
on his place and supplements this 
with commercial supplement. 
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Purebred Bull Increases 
Profit For Small Dairy

able cows cannot hope for any 
real cece in dairying until he 
has secured a herd of good produc- 
el He should therefore take steps 
to accomplish this result as soon as 
possible. Even if he starts with 
crub coy he can in three or fow 
make considerable improve- 


ment in his herd by using a pro- 
duction bred bull. 

The striking improvement which 

nade in two generations by us- 
ing good purebred dairy bulls on 
scrub cows is shown by an experi- 
ment at Iowa State College, In 
this experiment scrub mature 
cows were purchased in a district 
where no purebred bulls had ever 
been used and where no attention 
had been paid to the proper feed- 
ing of dairy cows. These animals 
were brought to the Station farm 
and fed and cared for the same as 
the animals in the college dairy 
herd, 

The average yearly production 
of the original serub cows with 
good feed and care at the Station 
was 4110 pounds of milk containing 
192 pounds of butterfat. The daugh- 
ters of these cows, sired by pure- 
bred bulls, average 5815 pounds of 
milk and 267 pounds of butterfat, 
an inerease of 41 per cent in milk 


‘yield and 39 per cent in yield of 


butterfat. The granddaughters of 
the scrub cows, carrying three- 
fourths of dairy blood, averaged 
8056 pounds of milk and 363 
pounds of butterfat, an increase of 
96 per cent in yield of milk and 
&9 percent in yield of fat over the 
scrubs. The much greater produc- 
tion of the grades was due not only 
to a larger yield while in milk but 
also to the fact that they were 
more persistent milkers than the 
serubs, whose lactation periods 
were short, 

Even more important than the 
greater yield of milk is the fact 
that the cost of feed for 100 pounds 
of milk was 13 per cent less for 
the three-fourths bloods, even 


A Studio Couch 


Mrs. J. D. Norred, Newell, in 
Randolph county, wanted to make 
a studio couch after seeing how 
easily and nicely one could be 
made. However, Mrs. Norred wan- 
ted her couch to have a back and 
some arm rests, so she and her 
husband built a couch frame, put- 
ting on a wood frame back and 
arm rests, 

The legs and arms of the couch 
frame were the only wood that was 
dressed and painted. The remain- 
der of the frame was upholstered 
in blue material which makes the 
couch fit into the color scheme of 
the bedroom where it is used for 
a seat, for lounging, or for a bed. 
Mrs. Norred used some scrap lum- 
ber to make the frame, but she 
bought cotton, upholstery material, 
varnish, nails and springs which 
made her couch cost $11.60.

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Doing Top-Notch 
Job With Poultry 


Richard A. Hobbs of Escambia 
County owns a poultry flock from 
which he is now reaping the re- 
wards of a job well done, 

Recently County Agent H. H. 
Williamson was asked by Mr. 
Hobbs to visit his farm and offer 
suggestions on culling, feeding, and 
caring for his flock of 500 leghorn 
hens. 

“Examination of his flock and 
premises revealed that there were 
no suggestions to make,” says Mr. 
Williamson. “Even though the 
weather at that time was the se- 
verest in years, Mr. Hobbs was 
getting about 50 per cent produc- 
tion from his hens, and selling the 
eggs on the local market at about 
a ten cent per dozen premium 
over the average market. Eggs 
were extremely scarce due to se- 
vere weather and a lack of the 
close attention and care, generally, 
that Mr. Hobbs’ flock was receiv- 
ing. 

“The house was clean, the food 
and water fresh and in clean con- 
tainers, and the premises and 
flock were entirely free of para- 
sites. Several times a day, well 
water was put in watering troughs 
as the water in the troughs would 
freeze, The food was supplied reg- 
ularly in the hoppers and stirred 
several times a day. 

“Examination revealed that the 
flock had been culled from time to 
time as only one hen was found 
that should have been removed. 

“By strict attention to duty and 
a thorough knowledge of his bus- 
iness, Mr. Hobbs has cashed in on 
a situation that caused a loss 
among most poultrymen,” says Mr, 
Williamson. 


Better Homes

Gist Makes Study of Farm 
Needs, Production In State 


HERE is wide-spread interest 

in producing more of the things 
which Alabamians use but which 
are not being produced in suffi- 
cient amounts on our farms. 

I’, W. Gist, economic adviser of 
the Alabama Department of Agri- 
culture and Industries, has made 
a thorough study of this subject. 
Assuming that Alabama’s popula- 
tion, both farm and non-farm, con- 
sumed about the average for the 
United States, Mr. Gist has check- 
ed the states needs against its pro- 
duction, 

Grains 

Alabama produces approximate- 
ly 114 million bushels of food and 
feed grains including legumes, Of 
this amount farms used about 103 
million bushels and the non-farm 
population about five million. 
While it would appear that farm- 
ers produce about nine million 
pounds more than they need for 
home use Mr, Gist points out that 
in the case of some important 
grains, such as wheat and oats, only 
a small porportion is produced. He 
concludes that there is need for 
increased grain production and 
that one method is to increase the 
corn yields. Farm authorities are 
also advising that more oats be 
planted. 

Potatoes 

Alabama farmers produce enough 
potatoes for the entire population 
but a year-round supply of white 
potatoes is not available. “The 
yield of white potatoes is large 
enough to make production possi- 
ble,” he says, “so that with storage 
facilities the entire population 
could be supplied. 

Syrup 

About six million gallons of sug- 
ar cane and sorghum syrup are 
produced while the total popula- 
tion consumes about seven million 
gallons, Many farmers could grow 
cane to produce syrup now being 
purchased. 

lggs 

The production of eggs is almost 
sufficient to supply the farm pop- 
ulation’s food and selling needs. 


Production amounts to 33.5 million 
dozen a year, the farm consuming 
89-million dozen, The non-farm 
population consumes about 36 mil- 
lion dozen, and there is room, 
therefore for doubling the present 
production, Mr. Gist pooints out. 


Milk 


Mr. Gist’s figures show that the 
State produces a greater milk sur- 
plus than in any other major com- 
modity, Production amounts to 145 
million gallons of which 52 million 
gallons are needed by farm and 72 
million by the non-farm popula- 
tion. “However, only 75 percent of 
the farmers have milk cows,” he 
Says, and adds that “with factory 
production increasing in the State 
there is still room for expansion in 
this commodity. 


Meat 


About 317 million pounds of meat 
is produced annually in the State. 
Of this the farm population con- 
sumes about 216 million pounds. 
The remainder would lack 135 mil- 
lion pounds of supplying the needs 
of the non-farm population, Quick 
freezing plants are seen as a means 
of shortening the distance between 
farmer and consumer, 

For livestock, Alabama needs 2.4 
million tons of hay, Mr, Gist esti- 
mates. Production is limited to 
about 700 thousand tons. 


Cheap Meat Cuts 


Some of the most nutritious 
meats are found at the bottom of 
the butcher’s price list. Kidney, 
brains, heart, and liver have a dis- 
tinctive flavor and an attractive 
appearance when they are proper- 
ly cooked. Yet, all these meat or- 
gans, except calf liver, are inex- 
pensive. 

Like other meats, they are good 
protein foods and are excellent 
sources of iron, They are richer 
than muscle meats in some of the 
vitamins, Although the food value 
varies, all make important con- 
tributions toward a good diet, 
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She Proves That 
Poultry Will Pay 


Mrs, J. D. Sessions, of the Aban- 
da Home Demonstration Club in 
Chambers County, reports that her 
poultry records during 1939 are 
proo fenough for her that poultry 
pays. 

She bought day old chicks at a 
cost of $15.50 from which she rais- 
ed 179 broilers. These broilers sold 
for a total of $68.50, an average 
price of 19 cents per pound. After 
deducting cost of chicks and feed, 
she had a net profit of $30.35 from 
her broilers. 

Mrs, Sessions also had a laying 
flock last year which averaged 
about 67 hens. During December 
and January she received 1,046 
dozen eggs for which she received 
an average price of 21 cents per 
dozen, or $219.66. The total feed 
cost, including value of home- 
grown feed, was $95.83. After de- 
ducting the cost of feed from the 
amount received for eggs she had 
a net profit of $128.83, says Nellie 
Daughtry, home demonstration 
agent, 


Henry County's 
Stock Clinics 


ARMERS of Henry County 
have been having their work- 
stock checked and treated by a 
qualified veterinarian at work- 
stock clinics, reports L. M. White, 
Henry County agent. 
Workstock clinics were started in 
Henry County in 1937, Although 


farmers were unfamiliar with such. 


a method of treating their work- 
stock interest in it has steadily in- 
creased. In 1938 more than three 
times as many animals were treat- 
ed as in 1937 and still more farmers 
availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to get their stock in shape 
for the spring work this year than 
ever before, 

The veterinarians met farmers at 
community centers thereby reduc- 
ing the amount of travel necessary. 
The designated community centers 
are within walking distance of 
every farmer in the county. 

In addition to treating ailing 
animals at these clinics the veteri- 
narians discuss common livestock 
troubles with the farmers present. 
In this way the farmers learn more 
about feeding and care and man- 
agement of their workstock, 

Due to the limited time available 
only those ailments that can be 
completely treated are undertaken, 
Mr. White said. These include 
floating teeth, pulling teeth, de- 
worming to control Botts, castra- 
tion, pregnacy tests, and treating 
lameness, 


The Clinton Community in 
Greene County has an attractive

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Is Agriculture In Alabama 


Really Going 


Forward? 


ROM time to time we are asked this question: Are we making prog- 
ress agriculturally in Alabama? Let me answer from the records. 
For many years we have been trying to develop livestock production 

in conjunction with crops. Evidence of progress is found in the fact 
that the average annual cash income from livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts for the period 1937-89 was $27,750,000. The average annual income 
for the three years of 1930-32 was $14,170,000. The livestock side of 
farming, therefore, is improving. In addition to the figures stated above, 
Alabama farmers have set this spring a new high record in planting and 
improving pastures which are forerunners to more and better livestock 
and bigger profits from it, 

In looking at our crop record we find that during the last quarter of 
a century we have increased our yield of cotton per acre by 40 to 50 per 
cent. Acreage to cotton has declined 40 per cent, which means that Ala- 
bama farmers are diversifying. This gives more land for other crops, 
for livestock, and for other needs, 

Peanut acreage has increased six-fold with a 40 to 50 per cent in- 
erease in production per acre. These developments have come since 
1920. 

Last fall, in 1939, the acreage planted to oats was more than twice 
that of four years ago, Oats are destined to play a much more important 
part in Alabama agriculture, 

Uncle Dave Sibert of DeKalb Counly 

Among the 6,684 DeKalb County farmers is Uncle Dave Sibert, who 
in 1939 made 9,143 pounds (almost 20 bales) of lint cotton on ten allotted 
acres, His corn yield was 35 bushels on 46.5 acres. County Agent John 
at says that some years ago Uncle Dave terraced his land after which 
he began with legumes which improved and enriched it. Along with 
corn he has several acres of lespedeza sericea and kudzu for making hay. 
This combination of corn and good hay has enabled Uncle Dave to make 
money on livestock. Again you will notice that here is a good farmer 
who is taking care of his land and it in return is taking care of him. 

In Tallapoosa County 

Several farmers in Tallapoosa County have brood mares and are 
raising their own mules, Some years ago County Agent Farrington be- 
gan advising this because, as he put it, “Farmers need more power and 
it is cheaper to raise the mules than to buy them.” 

One farmer, H, L. Minter of this county, now has five brood mares 
and nine mule colts with values ranging from $75 to $175. Two other 
farmers, Roy Patten and his brother, are raising mules also; their con- 
clusion is that it costs them about $35 to raise a mule colt up to work age. 
Obviously, therefore, it is a profitable thing to raise mule colts. 

Fewer Forest Fires 

Through their community organizations and otherwise, Alabama 
farmers in many counties in the State have made substantial reductions 
in forest fires this year. They have done it because they have become 
aroused over the severe losses caused by forest fires, They know also 
that forest fires are of no real value in control of insects or in other ways 
heretofore considered. 

Another important fact is that if fires are kept out of forests the trees 
will develop with very little attention. Those who keep fires out and 
harvest trees when they are ready for harvest the same as cotton and 
corn are harvested, get good returns from their forests. 

A fine example of this is Fank Derby of Sumter County and another 
is Frank Earle of Baldwin County. By keeping fires out and managing 
their forests profitably they have not only gained in money but added 
in other ways. 

The Wiregrass Experiment Station 

Many facts have been revealed impressively by the Wiregrass Ex- 
periment Station at Headland, of which J, P, Wilson is superintendent. 
The one that impresses me most, however, is that a crop of peanuts hog- 
ged off leaves on the land fertility about equivalent to a crop of vetch or 
Austrian peas turned under. This means that a farmer who raises pea- 
nuts and turns hogs on them gets a money crop with hogs and at the 
Same time improves his land. ‘This is a wonderful story. 

Moreover it can be done on any of the major soil types in Alabama. 
Director M. J. Funchess of Alabama Experiment Station reports this to 
be true. It means that the peanut has a big place in soil building as well 
as in making pork. 

Over all Alabama, as indicated at the outset, progress is being made 
in agriculture, It will be faster as farmers increase the use of know- 
ledge available from research and from other sources carried to them 
by their county agents and home demonstratioon agents. 

This improvement program must include proper use and conserva- 
tion of land, efficient use of labor, preservation of the capital stock in 
the way of buildings and equipment, and a balanced system of farming, 
which provides the food, feed, and fertility needed for the farm, live- 
stock, and soil, plus all the cash income a farmer can have from crops, 
livestock, poultry, and timber. 
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When you step up to get your next AAA check will you have earned 
the maximum soil-building allowance? 


Plan To Earn Maximum 
Allowances Of Triple-A 


When you call for your AAA 
check, how much will it be? Will 
you have earned all of the soil con- 
servation allowances possible un- 
der the program? 

Alabama farmers are urged by 
the State AAA Committee to plant 
within their cotton acreage allot- 
ments and prevent unnecessary 
loss to themselves and to their fel- 
low farmers. The farmer who 
overplants: 

(1) Forfeits all of his cotton 
price adjustment payments, com- 
puted at the rate of 1.55 cents per 
pound on his normal per «cre yield, 
or for each acre of his allotment. 

(2) When acreage is reduced af- 
ter planting, there is a loss of ferti- 
lizer, labor and the use of the land 


Cornshuck. Mats 
Are Attractive 


[Le sUDERP ALE County home 
demonstration club women are 
making most attractive door mats

“The mats are not only attractive 
but most useful in keeping mud 
and dirt from being brought into 
the home.” 


The method of making them is 
very similar to that of making a 
braided rag rug except the shucks 
are braided in such a manner that 
there is a pile or rough surface 
which cleans mud and grit from 
the shoes. Mats should be made 
from 16 to 18 inches in diameter, 
and may be made in natural color 
or dyed any desirable color, The 
only cost in making them is the 
time spent which is about a half 
day. A large darning needle or a 
grain sack needle and wrapping 
twine may be used to whip them 
together, 

These mats are being made in

Terrace Dividends 


Terraces and winter cover crops 
are paying dividends in increased 
yields and in protection for the soil 
on the farm of O, W. Duke, of Lau- 
derdale County, 

In 1935 Mr. Duke had approxi- 
mately 30 acres terraced. This 
acreage has been increased from 
time to time until now practically 
all of his farm is terraced. He has 
steadily increased his winter cover 
since 1935 until this winter he had 
144 acres of the 165 of open land 
on the farm planted to some kind 
of cover crop. 

This soil protection has resulted 
in increased yields, says F. H. Orr, 
assistant county agent. In 1935 Mr, 
Duke’s average yields were 12 
bushels of corn and 236 pounds of 
lint cotton per acre, In 1939 he har- 
vested 21,6 bushels of corn and 338 
pounds of cotton per acre in spite 
of a very poor crop year, 
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Don’t Let Garden Insects 
Rob You Ot Time, Money 


By W. A, RUFFIN 
pl N now to control garden in- 
sects! Otherwise they may rob 
you of the investment you are 
making in money and effort. 

Many insect troubles can be 
avoided by keeping down weeds 
and grass in the garden and around 
the garden fence and by destroying 
all old vegetables as soon as they 
are of no further value. As soon as 
the insects begin to appear it will 
be necessary to spray -or dust, us- 
ing materials known to be satisfac- 
tory for their control. These ma- 
terials must be applied before the 
insects are present in damaging 
numbers and continued at intervals 
of 10 days to two weeks, depending 
upon the amount of rainfall fol- 
lowing each application and the 
seriousness of the insect infesta- 
tion, 

Chewing insects, such as the 
bean beetles, potato beetles, cab- 
bage and tomato worms, etc., may 
be controlled by using one of the 
following: 

Dusting with one pound of Der- 
ris (four per cent rotenone) and 
seven pounds of superfine dusting 
sulphur (thoroughly mixed is most 
satisfactory.) 

One pound of magnesium arse- 
nate and five pounds of hydrated 
lime should be used if Derris is not 
available, 

Dusting with one pound of arse- 
nate of lead or calcium arsenate 
and five pounds of hydrated lime 
will be satisfactory for most chew- 
ing insects, except those attacking 
beans. 

Spray with one pound of Derris 
(four per cent rotenone) to 25 gal- 
lons of water, or one tablespoon of 
magnesium arsenate to one gallon 
of water, to which should be added 
two tablespoons of lime. Except 
for bean insects, calcium arsenate 
or arsenate of lead may be used. 

Sucking insects, such as aphids 
or plant lice may be controlled by 
spraying with nicotine sulphate 
(Black Leaf 40) at the rate of two 
teaspoons to a gallon of warm 
water, to which should be added 
enough soap to make a strong 
soapy solution. Derris dust, refer- 
red to under chewing insects will 
aid in the control of plant lice. 

Cutworms.—This pest remains 
under the ground during the day 
but comes out at night to feed, of- 
ten cutting down the young plants. 
Poison bait is the most effective

Bordeaux Mixture.—This is the 
most common fungicide for the 
control of vegetable diseases. It 
Will not control wilts and some 
other diseases but is effective in 
controlling most leaf and fruit dis- 
eases, It may be prepared as fol- 
lows: Dissolve one pound of copper 
sulphate (blue stone) in six and 
one-fourth gallons of water, Dis- 
solve one pound of stone lime or 
one and one-half pounds of hy- 
drated lime in six and one-fourth 
gallons of water. Then mix the two 
solutions thoroughly. Add_ one- 
fourth pound of arsenate of lead ta 
mixture if insects are to be poison- 
ed,

Clinics Help 


Farmers in Washington County 
are enthusiastic over the results 
obtained in a recent series of work 
stock clinics. The services of a 
competent private veterinarian 
were secured at a nominal cost, 
considering the amount of work 


done. By taking advantage of the 
clinies 171 farmers had animals 


treated and saved several hundred 
de ‘s. Not only was the actual 
treatment given the animals valu- 
able but the farmers who attended 
were given considerable general 
information on the care of animals. 

Clinics of the type which has 
been found successful in Washing- 
ton County are one phase of the 
movement in Alabama to increase 
livestock production and make it 
more profitable, 
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Moving is costly—to the family, landowner ond the community. 
Better families, betier hemes, better conimunities and a better farming 
progrem are dependent upon sound relations between landlords and ten- 
ants. A constantly moving population cannot conserve soil, build com- 
munities or develop a balanced agriculture with livestock, dairying and 


poultry.

Results From Producing 


Hogs On Forage System 


By J. C. GRIMES 
NMOS* acres of land taken out 
of cotton production in the 
South during recent years are be- 
ing used for growing forage and 
feed crops for hogs. 

A forage crop system which was 
developerd on the Wiregrass Sub- 
Station, Headland, Alabama, is be- 
ing used on many farms in Alabama 
and surrounding states. It consists 
in growing the following acreage 
of crops for each sow and two lit- 
ters of pigs which she is expected 
to produce during the year: one 
acre of oats or other small grain; 
One acre of permanent pasture, 
composed mostly of white Dutch 
clover and lespedeza; one acre of 
soybeans; and five acres of peanuts. 
The oats and soybeans can be 
grown on the same acre. 

The oats are sown in September 
or October and grazed during the 
winter and early spring. The per- 
manent pasture is grazed during 
the late spring and early summer. 
The soybeans are planted in April 
and grazed as a finishing crop in 
the fall. Farmers who do not grow 
peanuts can substitute five acres 
of corn for the five acres of pea- 
nuts, although the peanuts when 
hogged have a greater soil building 
value than corn, 

A small amount of grain, about 
one per cent of the live weight of 
animals, is fed while the sows and 
pigs are on the oats and permanent 
pasture. The rest of the year the 
hogs gather all their feed from the 
fields, Results show that the acre 
of oats and a small amount of grain 
makes about 185 pounds of pork, 
The acre of permanent pasture plus 
the supplement, 420 pounds of pork. 
The acre of soybeans, 135 pounds 
of pork, and each acre of peanuts 
460 pounds of pork.This is a total 
of 2,400 pounds of pork from seven 
acres, or an average of 343 pounds 
of pork for each acre used in the 
system. This system not only makes 


cheap hogs but improves the soil. 

A second cropping system de- 
veloped on the Alabama Substa- 
tion which is proving popular on 
southern farms consists of a three- 
year rotation of cotton, peanuts and 
corn with the peanuts hogged, Six 
hundred pounds of 6-8-4 fertilizer 
is used on each acre of cotton but

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Can You Double Your Corn 


Production At Small Cost?

basis of livestock feeding and its 
products are widely used as human 
food. Corn is a crop whieh thrives 
mM fertilized soil, much land in Ala- 
bama being too poor for successful 
production of this crop. 

The average corn yield in Alaba 
ma is around 18 bushels per acre, 
whereas the average yield for the 


United States is 27 bushels and for 
a group of North Central states 39 
bushels. The low acre yield of corn 

A farm family of five, having 
two mules, two cows, four hogs 
and fifty chickens, will need each 
year, according to livestock au- 
thorities, around 300 bushels of 
corn, At a yield of 13 bushels per 
acre it will be necessary to plant 
about 24 acres of corn to meet these 
needs. Under such circumstances 
farmers naturally do not keep a 
sufficient number of milk cows, 
hogs and chickens for home needs. 


Fortunately most Alabama farm- 
ers can make good yields of corn 
by following certain recommenda- 
tions of the Alabama Experiment 
Station. In a cropping system of 
cotton fertilized with 600 pounds 
per acre of 6-8-4 followed by vetch 
and the vetch turned for corn, the 
cotton yield was increased 673 
pounds of seed cotton and the corn 
yield 23.4 bushels per acre over a 
rotation of cotton and corn with- 
out nitrogen. Under this system the 


increased yields cost 1.%e per 
pound of lint cotton and 1le per 
bushel of eorn ; 
Co; following a good crop of 
hairy vetch, Austrian winter peas 
or ¢c n clover needs no further 
f ion, Many farmers unfor- 
tunately are not planting corn fol- 
lowing a good crop of winter le- 
gumes. Tests conducted by the ex- 
periment station show that in such 


cases the corn should be side- 
dressed 30 to 40 days after plant- 
ing with nitrogen up to as much 


as 80 pounds per acre, This amount 
of nitrogen may be supplied with 
225 pounds of nitrate of soda or its 
equivalent, 

Phosphate may be desirable for 
the most profitable production on 
bottom lands which are planted to 
corn each year. Phosphate is nec- 
essary on recently cleared lands 
of South Alabama which have nev- 
er received any phosphate prev- 
iously, 

On the average soils of the State, 
however, where a rotation of cot- 
ton and corn is usually followed, a 
side-dressing of nitrogen is the on- 
ly fertilizer needed for corn, 

Based on experiment results, a 
farmer planting 15 acres of corn 
and averaging 12 bushels per acre 
would produce annually 180 bush- 
els of corn, By side-dressing with 
36 pounds of nitrogen (225 pounds 
nitrate of soda) he should be able 
to increase his corn yield around 
250 bushels, at a cash outlay of 20 
to 25¢ per bushel.

A com- 
plete luncheon of 12 pieces costs 
less than 25 cents when this meth- 
od is followed.

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Kitchen Can Be 
A Handy Place 


RS. J. F. Boyd, of the Benton 

Home Demonstration Club in 
Lowndes County, has found that 
the reason her kitchen work is so 
tiring is that the room is twice as 
large as is necessary and her equip- 
ment is inconveniently arranged. 
Being a progressive farm woman 
Mrs, Boyd is taking steps to im- 
prove this room in which she 
spends so much of her time, reports 
Adine Johnson, home demonstra- 
tion agent. 

She is taking the kitchen as her 
home demonstration project for 
the year and is going to make a 
convenient and step-saving room 
of it. Her plans are to cut off suf- 
ficient space-for a breakfast nook 
and pantry and then work up an 
attractive, convenient kitchen from 
the remaining space. “The dream 
kitchen,” as Mrs. Boyd calls it, will 
contain enough built-in cabinet 
space to take care of all cooking 
utensils and equipment, A kitchen 
sink with cabinet space underneath 
will connect the built-in cabinets. 
Sufficient work tables and stools 
will be provided for comfort while 
working. 


Hogs On Forage 


no fertilizer is usea on tne peanuts 
and corn. This system not only pro- 
vides two good money crops, cot- 
ton and hogs, but it builds up the 
land, 

Director Funchess of the Alaba- 
ma Experiment Station says: “Such 
a cropping system will bring about 
greatly increased yields on even 
the poorest lands. Under such a 
system yields are increased to the 
extent that cotton acreage may be 
reduced and the land thus released 
devoted to corn, peanuts and graz- 
ing crops. The grazing of green soy- 
beans and peanuts definitely builds 
up the land so that large yields of 
corn and peanuts are cheaply ob- 
tained.” 

Though much research has been 
done, no practical way has been 
found to harden hogs that have be- 
come soft from eating peanuts and 
mature soybeans. Farmers who fol- 
low these feeding practices should 
expect to receive about one cent 
less per pound than for pigs fed 
on hard rations, However, in sec- 
tions where peanuts are produced 
in abundance this differential does 
not keep hog production from be- 
ing profitable. Packers have been 
able to use all of the soft hogs that 
have come on the market in recent 
years an dthere seems to be an ex- 
panding outlet for soft hog prod- 
ucts, 


Mrs. Bob Perry of Coffee Coun- 
ty told recently of her desire for 
a steam pressure cooker. Although 
her husband is progressive in most 
things, he thought there was more 
work than worth to the steam pres- 
suye cooker idea, Mrs. Perry de- 
cided she would raise enough ex- 
tra chickens last year to buy one, 
and after it had been used during 
the canning season of last year, Mr.

Protecting Farm Home 
Against Rot And Termites 


By H. W. DEARING, JR. 
INCE most of the farm homes 


in Alabama are constructed of 
wood, there is great need for in- 
formation on means of protecting 
this wood against rot and termites. 

A masonry foundation which 
keeps the woodwork two feet above 
the ground will almost cut off 
damage due to dampness from 
ground moisture and from ter- 
mites. 

Strangely, as farm homes im- 
prove, the damage due to ground 
dampness and termites increases. 
Houses are built closer to the 
ground, curtain walls are placed 
between the supporting piers, and 
concrete porches are built on earth 
fills. 

When curtain walls are placed 
between piers, air vents must be 
installed to allow light and air ‘to 
reach the area beneath the house. 
Termites and rot flourish in damp, 
dark places, Stagnant air also en- 
courages termites, Often times an 
earth fill is employed to support a 
concrete porch floor terrace. This 
brings ground moisture and ter- 
mites up as high as the house sill. 
Unless great care is exercised, 
damage may result. 

Damp-proofing should be placed 


between the house sill and the 
foundation. Hot tar mopped on, or 
water proofed building paper, will 
serve to stop dampness in the mas- 
onry which might reach the wood 
sill, 


A sheet metal strip projecting 
two inches from the face of all 
piers, curtain walls, chimneys or 
pipes, will aid in preventing ter- 
mites from reaching the wood 
work. guard needs to be installed 
only on the inside of the founda- 
tion piers or curtain wall. Use a 
cement mortar if brick or stone 
masonry is used for the foundation. 
Termites can travel through old, 
rotten lime-sand mortar and may 
stay within the pier all the way up 
to the sill. 

Pressure creosoted sills and 
joists may be used instead of the 
termite shields or guards. Simply 
brushing the creosote on the wood 
is not enough, However, two appli- 
cation of hot creosote on the sills 
and joists will aid in damp proof- 
ing and in retarding termite dam- 
age, 

The sills and joists which sup- 
port wooden porch floors should be 
protected by two coats of hot creo- 
sote or other preservative. The bot- 
tom of wooden porch floors should 
also be painted to protect it from 
water which runs through the 
cracks, The tongue and groove 
should also be painted and filled 
with white lead to seal out the 
water which otherwise would 
cause damage. 

The weatherboarding and other 
exposed woodwork also requires 
some type of preservative. The bot- 
tom, the tongue and groove, and 
ends of wood porch floors should 
be painted before construction be- 
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But What About 
Supply Of Feed 
For Next Year? 


It is too late to get a cheap sup- 
ply of feed for your livestock for 
this year—but it is not too early 
to plan for next winter. 

Three Winston County farm 
owners may point the way for oth- 
ers, Last summer Guy Ray, Wal- 
lace Haley and C. N, Hughes of 
Haleyville, grew eight to ten acres 
of sorghum cane on which to win- 
ter their cattle. They pooled their 
interest and purchased a silage 
cutter and each dug a trench silo 
in which to store the sorghum sil- 
age, 

The cane was cut and stored in 
the silos in the early fall and all 
report that a large amount of good 
cheap feed was produced by this 
method, Latest reports state that 
the cattle relish this feed and that 
they are doing fine on it. 

A few years ago an upright silo 
which cost several hundred dol- 
lars was considered an absolute es- 
sential to the production and stor- 
age of silage. However, during rec- 
ent years the Experiment Station 
has found that trench silos which 
can be dug at little or no cost are 
very satisfactory for this purpose. 
Any farmer with a team, plow and 
slip scrape can dig a trench silo in 
a very short while. 

In addition to producing silage 
on which to winter their cattle 
these three men are all establish- 
ing considerable acreage of perma- 
nent pastures, which they are fer- 
tilizing and seeding according to 
Experiment Stationos recommen- 
dations, 

Other farmers who have a herd 
of 12 or more cattle should consid- 
er the possibility of digging a 
trench silo on their own farms and 
producing silage on which to win- 
ter or partially winter their cattle. 


Family Is Own 
Best Customer 


A. F. Behel, a Lauderdale County 
farmer who lives in the Greenhill 
community, includes in the earn- 
ings of his 154-acre farm $1,000 
worth of products which his fam- 
ily used and which involved no ex- 
change of money. 

Here’s the list of home-produced 
needs which were used on the 
farm: 20 cords of wood, $100 worth 
of fresh garden vegetables, 600 
quarts of canned fruits, 1,000 gal- 
lons of milk, 150 dozen eggs, 50 
chickens, 1,000 pounds of pork, 100 
pounds of lard, 15 gallons of syrup, 
50 pounds of honey, 920 pounds of 
flour, 12 bushels of corn meal, 20 
bushels of sweet potatoes, 20 bu- 
shels of Irish potatoes, $50.00 worth 
of fresh fruits, and 500 quarts of 
canned vegetables. 

In spite of a poor year for cash 
crops, Mr. Behel saw that produc- 
ing these home-used products en- 
abled him to show a net return of 
20 percent on his investment dur- 
ing the past year.

THE ELBA CLIPPER. 


Of Two Women; 


Victims And Others Are Arrested 


Five women, two of them the 
principals in the flogging cases, 
have been arrested and placed in 
jail at Elba during the week on 
warrants sworn out in Justice 
Court at Blba on charges rang- 
ingg from abusive language to as- 
sault and battery, 

The women arrested are Mrs, 
Audie Johnson, Pearl Johnson, 
Nell Johnson, Willie Mae Sasser 
and Lodell Hall, Court attaches 
said that bonds had been carried 
out but at noon Wednesday all 
women were still being held, Bond 
for the Hall woman was expected 
to be made during the afternoon, 


With a special Grand Jury ses- 
sion under consideration, state and 
Coffee County authorities this 
week were rounding out an inves- 
tigation of the recent flogging of 
two white women by about eight 
masked assailants which state au- 
thorities said appeared to have 
been the aftermath of a school 
children’s quarrel. 

Assisting Coffee County authori- 
ties and Cireuit Solicitor J, Alex 
Huey were several members of 
Atty. Gen. Thomas §S, Lawson's 
staff and State Highway Patrol 
investigators, ordered into the in- 
vestigation recently by Gov. Frank 
M, Dixon, 

Officers were reported to be 
Speeding their investigation with 
the expectation that Circuit Judge 
W. L, Parks of Troy would order 
& special Grand Jury probe, pos- 
sibly within a week. 

Already three Coffee County 
farmers have been indicted on 
charges of flogging —a felony 
charge involving a maximum pen- 
itentiary sentence of 10 years— 
end two others have been arrested 
on warrants charging them with 
participation in the flogging, In- 
vestigators here Monday said they 
hoped to have evidence in readi- 
ness when the Grand Jury meets 
sufficient to link “several others.” 


While the band of floggers re- 
portedly were masked and wore 
makeshift robes to disguise their 
identities, both Circuit Solicitor 
Huey and Atty. Gen. Lawson said 
there appeared to be no connec- 
tion between the floggers’ disguise 
and Ku Klux Klan regalia. 

Instead, according to reports of 
investigators, the attacks are be- 
lieved to have resulted from a 
quarrel between several children 
on their way home from school, a 
day or so before the floggings, 
the night of March 6, 

Some of the children involved in 
the quarrel were reported to be 
related to the victims of the mask- 
ed assailants and investigators 
said they had been told that the 
floggings came shortly after the 
two women “took up” for their 
youthtful relatives, 

Victims of the flogging were 
Mrs, Audie Johnson, about 38, se- 
verely beaten while in bed by the 
intruders who first rained several 
blows with a four-foot switch or 
whip on Mrs, Johnson's son-in- 
Jaw, and knocked him to the floor, 
and Miss Lodell Hall, 17, who was 
dragged from her residence near- 
by and brutally whipped, 

The victims resided in the same 
neighborhood, near Brooklyn 
about eight miles.from Elba. 

The first flogging was admin-

istered to Mrs, Johnson, at about 
S p.m., and the second to Miss 
Hall. Shortly afterwards, offic- 
ers said their investigation dis- 
closed, Miss Hall, officers said the 
investigation showed, was taken 
from the house where her mother 
lay crippled in bed, while other 
members of the family were fore- 
ed to remain inside, 

The victims, members of tenant 
farm families of Coffee County, 
were said to have been ordered 
by their assailants to leave the 
community immediately, Since 
the attack both have departed, 
reportedly for another nearby 
community. 

At Troy Monday afternoon, 
Judge Parks told inquirers that 
he had under consideration the 
calling of a special Grand Jury te 
delve deeper into the Coffee Coun- 
ty attack and would reach a de- 
cision in “a day or two.” 

The three men who have been 
indicted and the two others charg- 
ed in warrants with participation 
in the flogging are all farmers and 
reside in the area near Kinston. 

Under indictment are Fred Red- 
mon, Charles McPherson and Tobe 
Nelson, Allen Johnson and Luther 
Pope were arrested on warrants. 

All five were released on bond 
shortly after arrest, 

In Montgomery Monday after- 
noon Atty.-Gen, Lawson reported 
that authorities were “making 
food progress” on the investiga- 
tion and expressed belief that the 
probe would be in readiness for a 
Special Grand Jury inquiry, should 
one be called by Judge Parks. 

“The men were definitely dis- 
guised, according to the informa- 
tion received by investigators, but 
I don’t think you could call it a 
Ku Klux Klan regalia,” the attor- 
ney-general said. 

Makeshift robes and masks were 
worn by the assailants, Atty.-Gen. 
Lawson added, and several of the 


group were reported also to have’ 


used paint or chalk to further dis- 
guise their faces, 

The anti flogging law under 
which a person may receive a 
maximum sentence of 10 years, 
Lawson said, was passed in 1927 
and applies to persons found guil- 
ty of flogging while wearing masks 
or other similar disguises, 

Atty.-Gen, Lawson said, further- 
more, that there has been no flog- 
ging cases reported in Coffee 
County since the March 6 flog- 
gings of the two women.

HANDLED BY SHERIFI 


Absentee ballots for, the pri- 
mary election to be held May 7, 
are being handled by Sheriff John 
D, Stewart on account of the in- 
cligibility of Judge Carnley, who 
is a candidate in the primary, 

A supply of application blanks, 
ballots and other supplies neces- 
sary for mailing out the ballots 
have been received and were made 
available Monday. The sheriff can- 
not mail out any ballot until he 
has received a written request 
from the voter, These requests 
can be made in person or through 
the mail, 

All voters who expect to be 
away from their voting place and 
wish to cast an absentee ballot 
should make this written request, 
if they expect to receive a ballot. 
Section 7 of Wlection Laws ap- 
proved April 19, 1938, says: “Any 
Judge of Probate, Chairman of 
Hxecutive Committee of a politi- 
eal party, Mayor or other chief 
executive officer of a municipality, 
or any person acting in his or their 
stead, as herein provided, who shall 
deliver or cause to be delivered an 
absentee ballot to any absentee 
voter without first receiving a 
written application therefor sign- 
ed by the voter, or any person 
other than the duly authorized 
election officers who shall open an 
envelope knowing it to contain an 
absentee ballot shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction, 
shall be fined not less than $50.00, 
nor more than $500.00.” 

It will be seen by this that an 
absentee ballot cannot be issued 
without a written request, so if 
you want to vote by this method 
send in your application on time, 
Absentee'ballots will be available 
until May 2nd,

COTTON SEKD TREATMENT 

Present indications are that a 
large number of farmers this sea- 
son in Coffee County will treat 
their cotton seed with a mercury 
dust, The results of seed treat- 
ment have been such as to justify 
using it every season, It destroys 
certain diseases which cause cot- 
ton to die when it first comes up. 

It is important in the use of 
the seed treatments to observe a 
fow precautions, as follows: 

1, Use only mercury dust com- 
pound, which is distinetly printed 
on the package as being’ recom- 
mended for treatment of cotton 
feed, There are many mercury 
compounds, but only a very few 
can be used for seed treatment, 
Be sure you get the right one, 

2. Apply the compound in ac- 
cordance with the manufacturer's 
instructions, 

3. Any seed which have been 
tveated that are not used for plant- 
ing purposes should be destroyed. 
Do not let treated seed get into a 
load that will be sent to the oil 
mill and by all means do not feed 
them to any livestock on the farm, 
The treatment is poisonous, 

The treatment is easily applied 
by use of a barrel machine which 
can be easily made at home from 
instructions which are available at 
my office, 

Several concerns in the county 
have special machines for apply- 
ing the mercury dust. 

Be sure to treat cotton seed and 
by all means follow the precau- 
tions set out above, 


County’s Peanut Acreage Allot- 
ment Increased 

Due to an increase in the 1940 
National Peanut Acreage Allot- 
ment, Coffee County's 1940 pea- 
nut acreage allotment has been in- 
creased from 38,125 acres to 40,522 
acres, or an increase of 2,397 acres. 
This is Coffee County's share of 
the 14,000 acres which were re- 
stored to the nine original peanut 
counties, 

With this increase of 2,397 
acres farmers will not get the 
same allotment of peanut acres 
as they had in 19389 because in 
1989 our county allotment was 
42,500 acres and as stated above 
our 1940 allotment is only 40,522 
acres, 

The increase of 2,397 acres will 
be distributed to individual farms 
on equal basis just as soon as it 
is humanly possible to do so.

WITH ELBA ARBA FARMERS 


More than 125 farmers of Elba 
area are’ cooperating in the sweet 
potato improvement program be- 
ing sponsored by the vocational 
workers of this section, 

The new improved copper skin 
Porto Rican variety has been se- 
lected and these farmers are buy- 
ing certified plants to be set out 
between the 15th and 80th of 
April, 

Members of the Basin, Brook- 
lyn, Curtis, Mt, Zion, Pine Level 
und Zion Chapel vocational even- 
ing’ classes have ordered coopera- 
tively more than 800,000 of these 
new improved potato plants, 

Some plan to put out only a 
small patch and later use yine 
cutting for increasing their acre- 
age, These farmers have a three- 
fold purpose in growing the new 
type sweet potatoes, as follows: 

1. To improve the home seed 
Supply since most of the old po- 
latoes are diseased and do not 
keep well, 

2. To increase the yields with 
& more uniform and prolific ya- 
riety for use as food at home and 
for livestock feed as well, 

3. To help supply some of the 
early markets with a better mar- 
ketable potato which demands a 
premium in price, 

Therefore, we have in the sweet 


potato a three-purpose crop—food, 
feed and a cash crop, 
Anyone wanting some of these 


plants may still get them, as some 
extra plants have been reserved 
for late orders.
